and only Tyrone Twp. comes off 
without any flaws being found 
or recommendations 
made for 
better accounting practices. 
The auditors note in their re­ 
port that “due to he discontin­ 
uance of this joint school sys­ 
tem. our comments and recom­ 
mendations are included in this 
report for the benefit of the school 
directors 
of 
the 
successor 
entity.” Tho successor entity is 
the new merged Upper Adams 
School District. 
The state officials went over 
the records of the joint school 
district and of Arendtsville, Ben­ 
dersville, Biglerville. Butler, Me- 
naden and Tyrone Twp. districts 
for the year ended July 6, 1958, 
upon which more than $352,000 
in state appropriations in the fol­ 
lowing year were based. 
ONLY 2 SIGNATURES 
In their report on tile joint dis­ 
trict records, the auditors noted 
that disbursements were not sup­ 
ported by school orders anti only 
two

checks. 
Compliance

recommended. It was also found 
that the treasurer did not make 
monthly reports. 
The auditors continued: “Our 
audit of transportation reimburs­ 
able to the member districts in­ 
dicated lack of control in ac­ 
counting for pupils transported 
and the distances these pupils re­ 
side from the schools. We were

MOUNT SEEKS 
STATE AID FOR 
SCIENCE HALL 


A million-dollar science build­ 
ing is in the planning stages for 
Mt. St. Mary’s College, Emmits­ 
burg, and the Maryland State 
Legislature is being asked to con­ 
tribute half of the cost. In a bill 
presented by Sen. 
Samuel 
W. 
Barrick, the Legislature is asked 
to authorize the state to loan 
$500,000 toward the construction. 
Msgr. William F. Culhane, vice 
president of the college, said that 
the Mount already has the other 
$500,000 
The 
money 
is 
being 
sought on a matching fund basis 
similar to that used in granting 
money to other privately operat­ 
ed colleges and universities in 
the state. Msgr. Culhane said 
that plans are still in the pre­ 
liminary stages, but that, if the 
present tentative schedule can 
be 
maintained, 
work 
should 
start on the new building by next 
January. 
It has long been recognized 
that the science facilities would 
have to be increased at the school 
to keep pace with modern higher 
education. The proposed struc­ 
ture will be in keeping with the 
architecture employed in other 
buildings on the campus. It will 
also be built of the same type of 
field stone. The structure will be 
three stones high and will be lo­ 
cated between the present Pang- 
born Hall and the new library. It

Boy Tied To Tree By Neck 
Left To Die By Abductor; 
Suspect Commits Suicide 


BELLEVILLE, Ont. (AP)-P o ­ 
lice maintained a tight silence to­ 
day on the progress of their hunt 
for the kidnaper who roped 10- 
year-old Tommy McNevin to a 
tree by the neck and left him to 
die in the snow. 
The biggest question mark hung 
over Tommy’s scoutmaster, War­ 
ren Williamson, 41, a church elder 
and father of a son and daughter, 
who committed suicide Tuesday 
night after claiming the kidnaper 
had designated him to deliver the 
$25,000 ransom demanded. 
Police refused to divulge the 
contents of .Williamson’s suicide 
note. But Crown Attorney (pros­ 
ecutor) John Pringle said he had 
not believed Williamson’s story of 
the ransom notes when he told it 
to him Tuesday and doesn’t be­ 
lieve it now. 
DIES OF EXPOSURE 
Tommy, son of a former alder­ 
man awl creamery owner, left 
home Monday afternoon to play 
hockey and was not seen again 
alive. 
His 
b o d y 
was 
found 
Wednesday. Coroner Dr. J. R u b 
sell Scott said the boy died from 
exposure sometime Monday night. 


Bark on the tree was worn where 
Tommy had struggled lo free 
himself. 
Two sets of footprint#—a man’s 
and a boy’s—led to the tree and 
the body, and police said they in­ 
dicated the child walked trusting­ 
ly to his death. There was a cut 
on Tommy's head and a deep cut 
on his thumb, which Scott took as 
an indication he had tried to ward 
off a blow, perhaps from his own 
hockey stick. 
SUSPECT SUICIDES 
Tommy’s father, 
Daniel Mc­ 
Nevin, received an anonymous 
telephone call Monday night say 
ing his son had been kidnaped 
and demanding $25,000 ransom. 
Williamson, a partner rn a pa­ 
per towel firm, came to the Mc 
Nevin home Tuesday morning and 
said he had found a note in his 
car naming him go-between. 
McNevin got the money but 
also informed police, who ques­ 
tioned Williamson twice Tuesday'. 
That night Williamson’s family 
heard a shot and found his body 
in the basement of their home. 
He had fired a shotgun into his 
chest.

toward crisis-wracked Southeast 
Asia today in the crucial hours of 
a diplomatic showdown with Rus­ 
sia over the embattled kingdom 
of Laos. 
Kennedy is expected to issue a 
major U.S. policy statement on 
the Laotian crisis at a news con­ 
ference tonight—6 p.m. EST. 
Meanwhile the President await­ 
ed some reaction from Soviet Pre­ 
mier Nikita Khrushchev to an 
urgent appeal from Britain for 
agreement to a cease-fire in the 
civil war in Laos. Given a cease­ 
fire, the Western powers would 
accept a Communist-backed pro­ 
posal for an international confer­ 
ence on Laos. 
HOPE FOR SETTLEMENT 
This last-minute move on the 
diplomatic front 
was made by 
Britain after consultation with the 
United States. It kept open the 
road for a negotiated settlement 


and put the next step up to 
Khrushchev. 
Meanwhile the reported military 
moves underscored Kennedy’s de­ 
termination to deal with the Com­ 
munist threat by force if diploma­ 
cy fails. 
One of the 
tightest secrecy 
clampdown 
since

War shut off Pentagon informa­ 
tion on military moves. 
Authorities here said privately, 
however, 
that some 
of 
those 
moves were clearly precautionary 
steps, others were designed to be­ 
gin a substantial increase in U.S. 
military assistance to the royal 
Laotian government. 
SHIPS SAIL SUDDENLY 
At Hong Kong the U.S. aircraft 
carrier Midway and two destroy­ 
ers suddenly departed for an un­ 
disclosed destination several days 
ahead of schedule. They 
were 
believed heading for the waters 
of Southeast Asia. 
Speculation immediately broke 
out that other units of the U.S.

REDS ABOLISH 
CENSORSHIP 
ON REPORTERS 


By PRESTON GROVER 
MOSCOW (AP)—The Soviet Un­ 
ion today abolished censorship for 
foreign correspondents. 
The Foreign Office press direc­ 
tor made the announcement at a 
news conference. 
The 
press 
director, 
Mikhail 
Kharlamov, said he expected the 
removal 
of 
censorship 
would 
create new troubles for corre­ 
spondents circulating unfounded 
rumors about the Soviet Union. 
This appeared to be a direct 
warning that newsmen would be 
expelled if their reports were not 
satisfactory to the Soviet authori­ 
ties. 
MUST KEEP COPIES 
Kharlamov warned that all cor­ 
respondents must keep a copy of 
all their dispatches sent abroad 
so long as they remain in the So­ 
viet Union. 
He explained that 
some correspondents had insisted 
that some copy published abroad 
under their names was not of 
their writing. By keeping a copy 
of what is sent out, the corres­ 
pondent can always answer this 


question, he said. 
Censorship is being lifted, Khar­ 
lamov said, to expedite the move­ 
ment <rf copy of the foreign cor­ 
respondents, who he said had in­ 
creased from 15 a few years ago 
to 150 now in Moscow on a per­ 
manent basis. About two-thirds of 
these write for Communist and 
Socialist publications. 
Previously all non-Communist 
correspondents 
have 
been 
re 
quired to submit their copy to 
censorship before it could be tele­ 
phoned or telegraphed abroad. 
Censorship has been in force in 
the Soviet Union since the revolu­ 
tion in 1917, except for two brief 
periods. It was suspended briefly 
during the summer of 1939 but im­ 
posed again when the Soviet-Fin- 
nish war started. .Another brief 
suspension came after the war in 
1946. It lasted only a few weeks. 
Kharlamov said that censorship 
has not yet been lifted on move­ 
ment of photographs and tele 
vision film.

PUT IN HEART 
UF U H LE GIRL 


BROWNS MILLS, N J. (A P )- 
“I’m okay,” is the word from 
Joyce Okun, 13, of Flushing, N.Y., 
after she underwent an operation 
for a double heart defect unique 
in medical history. 
Authorities at Deborah Hospital 
said Joyce was in good condition 
with a newly inserted plastic wail 
in her heart. She will be dis­ 
charged in two or three weeks. 
Doctors said she would not have 
lived past her teens if she had 
not been operated on.

The girl at first was believed to 
have a hole in the wall between 
the two upper chambers of her 
heart, but when the operating 


team opened Joyce’# chest last 
Friday they discovered two dis­ 
tinct heart defects, each of which 
was extremely rare. 
HAO NO WALL 
There was no wall between the 
upper chambers of her heart, so 
that instead of having a normal 
four-chamber heart, the girl had 
tw'o normal lower chambers and 
a single upper chamber. 
The second defect was a cond! 
tion know as total anomalous 
pulmonary venous drainage. In a 
normal heart, two veins from 
each lung bring blood to the left 
side of the heart. In Joyce’s case, 
the four veins had come together 
to form one blood vessel that en­ 
tered the heart on the right side 
Dr. Dryden Morse of Moores­ 
town, who led the team of sur 
goons, described the operation 
Wednesday.

It would tie Kennedy’s wage 
proposal to the new coverage for 
1.4 million in tile coalition substi­ 
tute. The wage would go to $1.15 
four months after enactment and 
to $! 25 two years later. New cov­ 
erage would be iimbed to em­ 
ployes of retail chains with at 
least five outlets in two states. 
Rep. Carl Vinson. D-Ga., has 
been tapped to present the com­ 
promise in hopes of luring South­ 
ern Democrats from support of 
the coalition bill. 
OPPOSE MEASURE

This 
law permits townships, counties 
and other local political sub-divi­ 
sions to tax anything which the 
state does not specifically and di­ 
rectly tax itself. It Is by invoking 
that law, for example, that Phila­ 
delphia is able to impose a city 
wage tax. 
TAX IN MONROE 
Monroe County imposes its tax 
on the basis of $1,700 per acre of 
stream. This breaks down to an 
average of about two dollars a 
front foot. 
Right now 26 private and public 
streams are assessed for taxes. 
Involved in this are about 1,600 
owners through whose property 
the streams flow. 
Monroe County has been impos­ 
ing the stream tax for several 
years, 
apparently 
without

ly. 
This year numerous complaints 
reached the assessors and 


In other parts of Pennsylvania 
streams are taxed but only as part 
of the real estate they traverse. 
This sometimes means a higher 
tax rate for land since the value 
of the property is increased by 
the existence of the stream. 
Curious problems could arise 
from mixed private and public 
ownership of streams, especially 
where the shore rights are held pr 
vately and mid-stream is public 
domain. It hasn’t happened so far 
as anyone knows, but it could 
come about that a fisherman, 
swimmer or rower could disport 
himself all he pleased beyond the 
banks, but would not be able to 
land without trespassing.

WASHINGTON (A P)-The 23rd 
Amendment, granting the presi­ 
dential vote to citizens of the Dis­ 
trict of Columbia, may become 
part of the Constitution within a 
week or IO days. 
This was the prediction today of 
a citizens’ committee whose pro­ 
motion work so far has helped to 
get 35 state ratifications. 
Approval by only three more 
states is needed to get the neces­ 
sary three-fourths of the states for 
the amendment which Congrss 
submitted last June 16.

4,000 TROOPS 
AVAILABLE FOR 
LAOTIAN HELP 


By F R E D B. HOFFMAN 
WASHINGTON (AP) - South­ 
east Asia Treaty Organization na­ 
tions could throw- about 4,000 bat­ 
tle-ready troops into Laos within 
a short time after any decision 
to help the royal Laotian army. 
This conclusion was drawn from 
a check of military sources here 
today as concern deepened over 
the apparently deteriorating situ­ 
ation in the mountainous kingdom 
where procommunist rebels are 
advancing toward the capital of 
Vientiane. 
Against the Pathet Lao rebels 
—■estimated to number between 
8,000 and 10,000-a force of 4.000 
disciplined, well armed men could 
be decisive if used to bolster the 
29.000-man royal Laotian army. 
M IGGHT PROVOKE R ED S 
However, the danger some U.S. 
officials see is that such interven­ 
tion might evoke a similar re­ 
sponse from the Communist side 
and thus set off a Korea-type war. 
If such a war should erupt, the 
United States would be at a dis­ 
advantage because its forces are 
thinly spread and it is short on 
airlift and sealift. 
U.S. officials said Wednesday 
there was no serious thought, as 
of then, of direct American mili­ 
tary intervention. 
Pentagon spokesmen said U.S 
forces had not been placed on any 
special readiness basis. 
Not all U.S. officials were pessi­ 
mistic—some said they still be­ 
lieve the royal Laotian army, 
whose will and readiness to fight 
has been brought into question 
can hold the major cities even if 
the pro-Red Pathet Lao take more 
of the countryside. 
JOINT M O VEM ENT 
There was some speculation 
that the eight-nation SEATO alli­ 
ance, or some of its members 
might decide on a joint move in 
Laos unless the situation were 
stabilized.

$7.5 BILLION 
AID ASKED FUR 
NEEDY NATIONS 


BONN. Germany <AP) - The 
United States hopes the major 
Western industrial 
nations 
will 
spend about $7.5 billion dollars a 
year to aid underdeveloped na­ 
tions, George W. Ball. U.S. under­ 
secretary of state for economic 
affairs, said Wednesday. 
Ball, who just concluded three 
days of talks with the West Ger­ 
man government, said this sum 
represents about one per cent of 
the gross national product of each 
of the IO member nation* of the 
Development 
Assistance 
Group 
(DAG). 
Ball told a news conference the 
United States would propose such 
a program at the DAG meeting 
in London next week. The grots 
national product is the total value 
of a nation’s production and serv­ 
ices performed. 
Ball said one per cent'was sug­ 
gested as a guide for the coun­ 
tries preparing to aid underdevel­ 
oped countries. The percentage 
figure was discussed at talks here 
although no actual money figures 
were mentioned, he said. 
His disclosure came after the 
New York Times primed a similar 
report in a dispatch from Paris 
The PAG consists of the United 
Stat es, Canada, Britain, France, 
Italy, Portugal, West Germany, 
Belgium, the 
Netherlands

Japan. 
DAG eventually will become the 
development aid committee of the

Organization 
of 
Economic Cooperation and Devel­ 
opment. 
The main purpose of DAG, Ball 
explained, is to gather informa­ 
tion on how member nations now 
are helping less fortunate lands.

DON’T DELAY 
ADOPTION SAYS 
AP REPORTER 


NEW YORK (AP)—“Should we 
try to adopt a baby? If we do, 
how do we know it will work out 
all right? What if it should turn 
out to be a mistake?” 
Millions of childless American 
couples 
ask 
themselves 
those 
questions. 
Many 
have asked 
my 
wife, 
Frances, 
and 
me these same 
questions since we adopted a 5- 
week-old daughter, Tracy Ann, 
nearly eight years ago. 
Our 
answer 
invariably 
is: 
“ Don’t worry about it being a 
mistake. If you have an urge to 
adopt a child, the biggest mistake 
you can make is to delay or 
dawdle. The sooner you set about 
making an adoption, the more 
years you’ll have to enoy the 
child.” 
People who have never adopted 
a child have some weird ideas on 
this subject. 
For example, they often mis­ 
takenly praise you by saying, 
“That’s a wonderful thing you’re 
doing—to take a strange infant 
into your home and treat k as 
your own.” 
Actually, of course, it’s just the 
other w’ay around. It is the child 
that is doing you a favor by 
widening and deepening your life 
with a new sense of fulfillment 
Others ask dubiously, “Do you 
ever really quite get to think of 
an adopted child as your own 
flesh and blood?” 
The answer to this is, “Yes, 
but it does take time.” In our 
owm case it took a full 24 hours. 
Since then we have been blind­ 


ly and positively and overwhelm­ 
ingly certain Tracy Ann k our 
very own daughter in every way. 
That is the greatest miracle of 
adoption. You don’t wonder or 
doubt afterward. You are wonder­ 
fully, wonderfully sure you have 
done the right thing. You might 
kind of wish you had done it ear­ 
lier except for one thing—if you 
had you might have missed get- 
getting the perfect child you now 
have. 
“But 
aren’t you afraid you 
might get a child with latent de­ 
fects?” some people inquire. 
Well, so far as I know every 
child born since the beginning of 
time had latent defects of some 
kind—of body, mind or temper- 
ment, which show up sooner or 
later. That’s no sound reason 
either for fearing to have a child, 
or to adopt one. 
Look at the world of grownups 
around you. Do you know of ail 
single one without a defect, large 
or small? But mast of them still I 
find life wx>rth living. 
.As a matter of fact when we 
got Tracy Ann, her defects were 
pretty obvious. She couldn’t stand 
up, speak a word of English or 
even write her own name. All she 1 
did was lie in her crib all day 
kicking her chubby feet in the! 
air, making odd noises and wait- j 
ing for someone to do something 
for her. 
Al the age of 8 she has out- j 
grown these early defects, and 
acquired others which in time we 
feel she will outgrow too. 
The truth is that those we love 
endear themselves to us almost! 
as much by their small defects as , 
by their shining virtues. And chil­ 
dren do a wonderful service for! 
adults. By letting us care for 
them they tend to cure us of our 
own defects of selfishness and 
blind preoccupation with our ow’n 
interests. They keep our world 
bright and young.

ENTHRONED IN 
PHILADELPHIA 


Mummasburg 


PHILADELPHIA (AP) — The 
Most Rev. John J. Krol Wednes­ 
day was enthroned as archbishop 
of the Roman Catholic Arch­ 
diocese of Philadelphia. 
The 50-year-old native of Cleve­ 
land, where he had served nearly 
eight years as auxiliary bishop, 
thus formally succeeded the late 
John Cardinal O’Hara as spiritual 
head of nearly a million church 
members. 
Rut his jurisdiction isn’t as vast 
as the Late cardinal’s. By order 
of Pope John XXIII, the huge dio­ 
cese was split almost in half with 
the five northernmost counties 
Berks, Carbon, Lehigh, Northamp­ 
ton and Schuylkill — reconstituted 
as the Diocese of Allentown. 
The big counties in southeast 
era Pennsylvania — Philadelphia, 
Montgomery, Bucks, Chester and 
Delaware — remain under Arch­ 
bishop Krol, and even in this re­ 
duced size is one of the largest 
Catholic sees in America. 
HEADS ALLENTOWN AREA 
Bishop Joseph McShea, who ran 
the Philadelphia Diocese since the 
death ct Cardinal O’Hara last 
August, will become head of the 
Allentown Diocese April IL 
Archbishop Krol in his prepared 
remarks said he accepted the con- 
gratulations of all with ‘‘a glowing 
tribute to your deep faith.” 
‘I come to minister and to 
serve wholeheartedly and unre­ 
servedly,” he said. **1 am fully 
aware of the tremendous respon­ 
sibilities to which I have been 
called . . . Today I beg God to 
grant me heavenly lif^it, wisdom 
and prudence, that I may teach, 
rule and sanctify tho vast flock 
conanitted to my care; ;that his 
graces will be equal to the bur 
dens imposed uport me.” 
All three Philadelphia television 
stations carried 
the installation 
ceremonies.

Archbishop Egidio Vagnozzi of 
Washington, apostolic delegate to 
the United States, officiated.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi­ 
dent Kennedy has 
appealed to 
management and labor to keep 
the national interest in mind in 
their disputes. 
If they don’t cooperate for the

warned significantly, an impatient 
federal government will take a 
greater hand in getting the two 
sides together. 
This was the implicit, clear 
message in Kennedy’s talk Tues­ 
day to a group of top business 
executives and labor union chiefs. 
He had called them together to 
make them policy-making part 
ners in his administration. 
WELFARE INVOLVED 
“We are going into a critical 
phase of our national life,” Ken­ 
nedy told the 21-man labor-man- 
agement public 
advisory 
panel. 
‘‘We want to keep our economy 
free, we want labor to be free, 
we want management to be Ire. 
And we want to keep the fderal 
govmment in its proper role. 
“But we all, regardless (rf our 
politics, we all have to come to 


the conclusion that the general 
welfare is involved in every act 
we take.” 
BUCKLE DOWN TO TASK 
Kennedy appealed first for the 
group to give ‘‘direction to the 
general movement ct wages and 
prices.” This was in addition to 
his appeals for advice on job and 
economic problems, machine dis­ 
placement of workers, foreign 
trade competition and a host of 
other administration headaches. 
The advisers—including Henry 
Ford II, auto magnate; George 
Meany, president of the AFL-CIO, 
and Ralph McGill, publisher of 
the Atlanta Constitution—buckled 
down to their job. 
Secretary of Labor Arthur J. 
Goldberg, chairman of the new 
group, said it was agreed the ad­ 
visory 
committee 
would 
hold 
meetings at least once a month, 
the next session being set for 
April 3. All meetings will be held 
at the White House and there will 
be study between sessions. 
‘‘Our competitive p o s i t i o n 
abroad,” Kennedy said, ‘‘is af­ 
fected by the wage-price structure 
here at home.

PHILADELPHIA AP' - Phila­ 
delphia has done more perhaps 
than any other major city to im­ 
prove 
iu 
transportation

lems. 
k became evident a feu years 
ago that something had to be done 
to cut down on commuting by au­ 
tomobile. 
So Mayor Richardton Diiworth 
and his colleagues took bold and 
pioneering action 
In association with the Pennsyl­ 
vania and Reading railroads and 
the railway labor unions, the city 
formed the non-profit Passenger 
Service I m p r o v e m e n t Corp, 
which pays an annual $1.5 million 
in subsidizes to rail commuter 
lines within the city. 
BIG PARE REDUCTION 
The corporation repot* an av­ 
erage fare reduction of 40 per cent 
on the six branches affected, an 
average of 35 per cent increase in 
weekday service, and a steady 
rise rn the number of passengers. 
The PSIC aims next to improve 
the railroad equipment in an effort 
to make mass rail transportation 
more attractive. 
“ I definitely feel that the city's 
commuter program has improved 
its effectiveness.” said Di!worth. 
"We believe that with better 
equipment—much of that in use 
•0 or 50 years old—better parking 
at stations and improved stations, 
the increase* in ridership wxniid 
have been substantially higher.” 
CARRY 50,001 DAILY 
"All the 15 commuter lines com­ 
ing into the city now carry approx­ 
imately 50000 passenger* daily.” 
Dilworth continued. “ We believe 
they have a potential of some 200.: 
900 a day. including thousands 
who are now using their automo­ 
b ile s 
and clogging 
the city's 
streets We also believe that the 
Help th# city has given commuta­ 
tion thus far is much more eco­ 
nomical 
than 
aimply 
building 
new mad*. 
“It ta our hope that through 
PSIC we can maximize the use of 
all 
these commuter lines, 
not 
merely those operating within the 
•rtty and the suburban juridic- 
lion* through which these lines 
operate ” 
A railroad spokesman said no 


real, thorough going improvement 
can come until PSIC benefit* for 
those of a similar organizat ion, 
are extended to the suburbs, the 
far suburb* as well as th# doser 
ones 
WANTS PARTNERSHIPS 
Wliat the city want* is full-scale 
partnership 
with 
the suburban 
counties—which have cities and 
towns such as Chester. Norris­ 
town, Coatesville, Doylestown and 
Lansdale. Separate deals with cer­ 
tain communities have been sug­ 
gested as a way to get things 
moving. The city would rather not 
do it that way. 
The suburban counties haven’t 
rushed to embrace 
the 
PSIC. 
Some officials 
rn the counties 
haven’t liked what Philadelphia 
spokesmen said; others have felt 
that th# city did not say enough, 
or that too much emphasis was 
put upon what Philadelphia would 
get out it whereas the main sub­ 
urban question understandably is 
•'What’s in it for us?" 
FEAR ANNEXATION 
Noticeable in some areas, too, 
is a feeling that Philadelphia is 
trying to dragoon Us neighbors 
into something that might lead to 
attempted annexation. Some offi­ 
cials are wary’ of subsidies, fear­ 
ful they’ll get out of hand. 
Other reasons for aloofness are: 
Political considerations w h i c h 
keep rural Republleans and urban 
Democrats from seeing eye to eye 
on the problem; and some belief 
that the railroads have not yet 
done all they might to help them- 
.selve*. 
Since none of the counties wants 
to lose any of it* transportation 
facility*, the whole issue turns on 
ways and means. 
NEED SPEED LINES 
William A. Welsh, one of Del­ 
aware 
County's 
commissioners, 
says he is convinced “ the great 
metropolitan complex cannot ex­ 
ist without high speed rail lines to 
serve the outlying areas.”

Legislature May Postpone 
Reapportionment School Aid 


HARRISBURG (AP) - Will lite 
1061 legislature postpone action on 
reapportionment and education un­ 
i t next fall or even next year? 
Three alternatives to action be­ 
fore summer on these controver­ 
sial issues are being discussed 
among the rank-and-file members 
of the General Assembly: 
Recess in late May or June un­ 
til September to allow time to let 
the issues jell. 


Adjournment in late spring, with 
Gov. LawTence calling a special 
session to convene in the fall to 
take up these two problems. 
Adjournment in late spring or 
early summer, with reapportion­ 
ment and education made the sub­ 
ject of a special session to run con­ 
currently with the 1962 session. 
Next year’* session will be lim­ 
ited under the law to fiscal mat 
ters. 
SPECULATION INCREASES 


Whether any of these three plans 
are under active consideration by 
the legislative leader# was not 
known. But speculation about one 
of them being adopted is being 
heard with increasing frequency in 
the legislative chambers t h e s e 
days. 
It may just be wishful thinking. 
Many legislators are admittedly 
bored with the current session 
The consensus of the legislators 
seems to be that mast of the ex 
citement has gone from this ses­ 
sion since the administration's tax 
program was pushed through the 
House in late January. 
The 
program 
evinced 
little 
excitement in the Senate, where 
it was passed piecemeal throug 
February and March. 
STILL IN SENATE 


One part of the package—el im 
inatmg the commission kept by 
merchants for collecting the sales 
tax—is still before the Senate. 
Congressional action that would 
have a bearing on the reapportion­ 
ment and education issues was cit­ 
ed as one reason for the state 
legislature postponing its own de­ 
cision# in these fields. 
One possible action by Congress 
would be to increase the number 
of seats in the U. S. House of 
Representatives. This would re­ 
duce the number of seats Penn­ 
sylvania would lase under the 1960 
census. At present, the state must 
reduce its congressional represen­ 
tation from 30 to 27 and absorp­ 
tion of these three seats under the 
present close balance between the 
two major parties presents the big 
problem for reapportionment. 
(TATE REAPPORTIONMENT 


The state House and Senate also 
ihould be reapportioned rn line 
with the 1960 census. 
Congress also has pending a pro­ 


posed |2.3 billion federal ald to 
education program. 


Gov. Lawrence expressed the 
hope at his news conference Tues­ 
day that Pennsylvania "will get 
plenty out of Washington, so that 
we won’t have to do so much 
here.” 


The governor’s Committee on 
Education is axpscted to make Ka 
own recommendations on over­ 
hauling 
tho state's educational 
structure around April I. 
Sen. Charles R. Weiner, Demo­ 
cratic floor leader, also was re­ 
ported 
working on reapportion­ 
ment legislation. 
EASTER RECESS 


It may be that these two de­ 
velopments 
would 
rekindle 
the 
spark in the session and put aside 
talk about postponing tho issues.
